rpHE Book of Worsliip now offered to the New Chnrch, has 

been prepared, tinder the direction of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the General Convention, by a commitee of nine, repre- 
senting the views and practices of the several parts of the 
Church. 

As the Committee believed the commonly accepted version 
of the Word to be, on the whole, better adapted to the uses of 
worship in the New Church than any other translation at pres- 
ent attainable, it has been adopted as the basis of the present 
work, .such corrections only having been made as were obvi- 
ously necessary. 

The Morning and Evening Services have been arranged with 
a view to their use in a variety of ways conforming with the 
various usages in the Church. The rubrics are therefore 
mostly optional, leaving the choice of matter and the order of 
the several parts to be determined by the wants of the different 
congregations. 

These services are followed by the variable portions referred 
to in the rubrics, of which a liberal provision is made in 
order to meet as far as practicable the various requirements 
of different congregations. They consist of music for the

those inserted in the services; Prayers; Selections from the 
Psahns, arranged for responsive reading; Selections with 
Chants ; Anthems, and Hymns. Nothing has been omitted 
which is known to be wanted; and nothing inserted which 
is not desired by some. 

Three editions of the book are published. The first, desig- 
nated, for convenience, the "Boston Edition," preserves the 
name Jehovah in its original forms, wherever it occurs in pas- 
sages from The Word ; in the second, to be known as the ** New 
York Edition," the name Lord is used for Jehovah, as in the 
English Bible; the third, called the "Psalter Edition," is like 
the New York Edition, but contains a fuller collection of 
Prayers, including the Litany, also the entire book of Psalms, 
divided into portions for daily morning and evening readings, and 
arranged to be read in alternate verses. . The other editions con- 
tain twenty-one selections from the Psalms, arranged to be read 
by alternate lines. The first thirteen of tHese selections may be 
used for the Morning Service on the thirteen Sundays of each 
quarter; leaving the next three for occasional Evening Ser- 
vices. The seventeenth lesson is suitable for Thanksgiving 
Day, the eighteenth for Christmas, the nineteenth for Good 
Friday, the twentieth for Easter. The use of the lessons is 
not limited, however, to this arrangement. 

Those who prefer to have the reading of the Commandments 
preceded by a short introductory lesson, will find the following 
selections useful for that purpose. Thirteen lessons are recom- 
mended, to correspond to the number of Sundays in each quar- 
ter. These may be abbreviated, if shorter lessons are preferred, 
by omitting some of the verses. They are all from the Book of 
Deuteronomy, (i) iv. 1-14, 40 ; {S) iv. 23-40 ; (3) v. 22-33 ; {4) 
vi: U13, 17; (S) vi. 17-25; (6) vii, 1-U ; (7^ vi\. \\— wi. \ \ VS>)

The Selections include all that were in general ase in the 
Liturgy, with a few additions. The Cliunts also are in great 
part from the Liturgy ; but they liavt? Ikh-u thoroughly reviscnl, 
and many excellent chants, new and old, have l)een added, hy 
Prof. George J. Webb, to whom the Cliurch has l>oon 
indebted almost from the beginning for guidance in the appro- 
priate singing of sacred words. 

The Selections and Cliants are followed bv a number of 
Chant Anthems by Mr. Webb, which offer a new and ])romi8ing 
musical form for the words of Scripture songs ; also by a small 
collection of good Anthems, selected with special reference to 
congregational use. 

A carefully chosen collection of Hymns, the most suitable 
for the New Church that could be found, is printed with appro- 
priate music, which also has been re\'ised and approved by Mr. 
Webb.
